DACCA (Reuter) — About 60,000 people may have drowned when a hur+ 
ricane-driven tidal wave smashed into heavily - populated Hatia Island at the 
mouth of the River Ganges in-East Pakistan, 


The magnitude of the disaster has not been confirmed so far because com- 
munication with the island has been blacked out since the 120-miles-an-hour 
winds of a hurricane ripped across the delia area Thursday, 


The official count so far is 
800 dead, Radio Pakistan said 
today, but unofficial reports 
say that half of Hatia Island's 
120,000 population is feared to 
have been swept away by the 
15-foot tidal wave,

UEBEC’S JUSTICE MINISTER 
; Choquette may claim to be 
influenced by serious problems of

Nothing to Eat but Statistics and Knowledge 


N the year 2000 A.D., as history will 
I recard, the famous prediction of the 
Canadian Economic Council, made in the 
autumn of 1970, was 
triumphantly ful- 
filled, The nation’s 
entire Gross National 
Product, all its 
goods, services and 
money, had ~finally 
been absorbed by the 
cost of education and 
medical care. Not a 
dollar was left for 
other uses; public or 
private, Consequently 
all production had ceased and the 
economy waa paralyzed, Since they had 
no fuel, food or clothing most Canadians 


were cold and hungry, 
The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
reported, however, that they were 


thoroughly educated and enjoyed perfect 
health, thanks to the university and 
medical services, Yet the system had a 
certain minor disadvantage, Though 
learned and healthy, all except a few 


hundred people already had dropped 
dead from starvation This— was not 
considered an altogether satisfactory 
arrangement. It seemed, perhaps, to 


carry the policy of population control a 
mite too far,

De Gaulle—'The Last of Them in the West’ 


HE death of Charles de Gaulle re- 
minds one of the jovely verse by 
Stephen Phillips, the English poet 
O for a living man to lead! 
That will not babble when we bleed; 
O for the silent doer of the. deed! 
One that is happy in his height, 
And one that in a nation’s night 
Hath solitary certitude of tight 
All this he had and it partly explains 
the genuine sense of loss at his passing, 
even here on the Potomac, but it is not 
the full explanation. His “certitude” 
often infuriated Washington and all but 
broke America’s faith in the common 
defence of Western civilization, but he 
had other qualities now uncommon in 4 
world of political technictans. 
He knew what he wanted, which is 4 


rare quality in this-ambiguous. time He 


knew the power of the word ‘'no’’; he 
knew. when to be silent and when to 
speak, and he had the gifts of precision, 
poetry and prophecy. 


Views on ‘Permissiveness’ 


Lang before we were talking about 
“permissiveness’’ and the decline of 
authority in the United States).he was 
writing: “These are hard days_ for 
authority, Current custom attacks it and 
legislation tends to weaken it, In-the 
home and in the factory, in the state and 
in the street, it arouses impatience and 
eriticiam rather than confidence and 
obedience, Jostled from below whenever 
it shows its head, it has come to doubt 
itself, to feel its way, to assert itself at 
the wrong moment; when it is unsure, 
with ‘reticence, excuses and extreme 
caution; when it is overeonfident, 
harshly, roughly, and with a niggling 
formalism . . - 

“Qur contemporaries, by reason of 
their shifting beliefs, their academic 
traditions, and exhausted loyalties, have 
lost the sense of deference and no longer 
wish to observe fie rules of conduct 
which were once firmly established...” 

I once asked him if he really wanted 
to unite Burope, France will not unite 
Europe, he replied, and neither will 
Britain, nor the United States, but China 


will. There is the force that will bring 
Russia and Europe back together again, 
The cold war is a passing phase. 
America’ has won it in Europe and 
doesn’t know it, but other great divisions 
will arise, At the end of the century, the 
critical tension in the world may not be 
ideological but racial. 

If this were true, I asked, was there 
any other force in the world that could 
stand out against the pressure of 
China—could, India do it? “India?’’ he 
asked, ‘India is a dust of peoples, living 


in misery and meditation never! 
Impossible! , . .”” 
Here again the “certitude” which 


made him a great Frenchman, and the 
ranging mind thinking in generations and 
epochs, but was he great statesman of 


the world? The historians of France may 
have a loftier view of this than the 
historians in the rest of the Western 
world, 

Even when de Gaulle’s nationalistic 
views were getting the American forces 
out of France and blocking ‘the inte- 
gration of Europe, that other Great 
Frenchman (and great world statesman 
as well), Jean Monnet, used to urge 
compassion for de Gaulle's views, 

“You must always remember,” 
Monnet said, “it is the living de Gaulle 
who speaks, but it is the dead de Gaulle 
who acts, You must wait and look back 
on it all dater."’ 

Well, that is what the world is doing 
Now—perhaps fartoe seen, and in

have perished without spawning, 

The chum salmon too were moving in,

for a thousand years, should be 
dominated by those two clumsy giants, 
the United States and the Soviet Union. 


Gap Unbridged 


Still somehow romance and reality 
never quite oame together in his 
policies, and even the other Western 
allies were never willing to exchange 
American influence and power, which 
irritated but protected them, for French 
poetry and politics, which also irritated 
but did not proteet them, 

What he did, above all question, was 
to restore the pride of a defeated nation, 
and to bring the voice of France back 
into the highest councils of the world, He 
made the masses of his fellow country: 
men believe in him, though he believed 
more in authority than demoeracy and 
didn't quite believe in them,

Unique Specimen 


There was nobody more 
interested in the de Gaulle 
phenomena than himself; He 
once confessed that he took a 
little time off each day to 
examine his place in history, 
He must be the unique 
specimen of the man who 
invented his own vision of the 
hero-martyr-patriot in his 
earliest youth and then spent 
the rest of his life living up to 
it 

This vision .was truly con- 
servative in the fundamental 
sense of clinging to the old 
tradition and hierarchy, De 


G aulle's political attitudes 
were set in their final groove 
before the First World War, 

It is true that his sharp, 
analytical mind made him 


‘quickly aware of technical 


changes, notably in weaponry, 
and part of his brilliance lay 
in his supreme eapacity to 
understand and respond to the 
shifts in the domestic or 
international balance of 
power 


But: the fundamentally 
nationalist vision of human 
Society remained with him 
throughout his life, and it was 
hard not to suspect that he 
would have been more - at 
home in an earlier age. 

With a style and personality 
to match the heroic seale of 
Churchill, Stalin and Roose- 
velt, he came to look out of 
place in a time of low profile 
diplomacy and inter-depend- 
ence, like the sole survivor of 
an otherwise extinct species 
of giant, 

The oddness was accentu- 
ated by the contrast between 
the concern of most political 
leaders with bread-and-butter 
problems such as balance of 
payments and growth rates 
and de Gaulle's obsession 
with national sovereignty, in- 
dependence and grandeur 

Even his style of oratory 
was faintly archaic, He 
seemed to reign over France 
instead of merely governing

it.. He deliberately hedged 
himself about with ceremonial 
and protocel“and kept his 
ministers—even his prime 
ministers—in the dark about 
majer policy decisions, 


His visits to the French 
provinces were organized like 
regal progresses: At least 
onee he was invited-to lay. his 
hands on a sick child at the 
roadside, as if he had some 
royal gift of healing, 


But, if he had mere ih 
common with the style of 


Louis XIV than with that of ~ 


his-more recent predecessors, 
he felt that his destiny was 
most closely parallelled by 
that of Joan of Are, Like the 
maid, he presumed to “‘save"’ 
France at a moment of great 
crisis, and it was hardly leas 
absurd that an acting two-star 
general and junior minister 
should im to represent 
France in 1940 than that a 
peasant girl should offer to 
drive the English out of 15th- 
century France 

Charles de Gaulle’ did not 
hear voices as she did, but he 
had his own dream of France 
He saw her, he tells us.in his 
memoirs, as ‘a fairy-tale 
princess created by provi- 
dence for complete successes 


of exemplary misfortunes,” If 
she failed to live up to “this 
certain idea of France," the 
fault lay with the French, not 
With ‘the genius of the 
fatherland.” 

He dedicated his life to the 
service of this vision rather 
than of the French people, He 
identified himself almost in a 
mystical way with France, 
but to him the country was an 
historical idea, not a group of 
human beings 


Higher Interest 


His mission was to serve 
“the higher interest of 
France” and this was ‘‘some- 
thing other than the immedi- 
ate advantage of French- 
men,” 


In a curious way, he 
despised the French, - but 
aceepted their cheers and 
their .votes as the votes of 


eternal France. 

The best way to understand 
de Gaulle is through his 
upbringing 

His conventional Roman 
Catholic family was poor and 
his father a school teacher, 
but there was an impressive 
pedigree of judges, teachers 
historians and soldiers 


through the ages and he 
inherited a brilliantly percep- 
tive, though not an original, 
mind. 

As a boy, Charles grew too 
fast and his conspicuous height 
earned him the nickname 
of ‘Asparagus’, helping to 
isolate him from 
children. He was certainly a 


lonely child, and it was at 
least. in part- self-enforeed 
isolation; it seems that he 


studied the destiny of great 
men whose- exceptional quali- 
ties separated them from 
their fellows. 


The mystique of the 
nation-state as the supreme 
repository of human. en- 
deavor, and the need for its 
embodiment in a single 
leader, were not, of course, 
ideas invented by the general. 
He grew up at the height of 
the imperialist struggles 
between the big. European 
powers, with jingoism at its 
zenith 
respectable by high-sounding, 
philosophical doctrines, 

There was a good deal of 
the German_ philosopher 
Nietzsche in the superman de 
Gaulle ereated and became. 
Yet, perhaps because of his 
Catholic upbringing, de Gaulle 
always. resisted the extreme 
implications of Nietzsche lead- 
ing to totalitarianism and 
fascism 


In his first book in 1924,

Enemies," he attributed the 
German defeat to the Nietz- 
schean theories of violence 
and passion and contrasted it 
with the moadern restraint

His conservatism was 
tempered by realism. All 
through his life he went on 
believing that the 1789 French 
Revolution was a vast mis- 
take. 

Frenchmen who were .with 
him in London after the 1940 
defeat remembered that he 
took exception to their plan to 
put on the. masthead of the 
Free French newspaper: 
“Liberty, Equality and. Fra- 
ternity"’ on the grounds that 
it. would divide the nation, 


Restote Stability 


And in his memoirs he 
reaffirms that his objeet in 
returning to power in 1958 


was to restore to the French 


state ‘‘the stability and con- 
tinuity of which it has been 
deprived for 169 years''—in 
fact, singe the French Revolu- 
tion 

Yet. the general never 
tried to push France further 
to the right than it would go 
All through his rule, with 
consummate moderation, 


‘Hero-martyr-patriot’ 


patience and skill he-chopped 
and changed his policies and 
his alliances, playing off one 
side against another and thus 
managing to remain in power 
for 11 uninterrupted years, 
whereas the previous average 
of French leadership since the 
war had been 18 months. 

The story of Charles de 
Gualle will net be complete 
until the. posteript of the 
succession’, has been written 
But, however dubious — his 
legacy, this, strange, fascinal- 
ing man dwarfed the other 


political leaders of his period 
and became a legend in his 
lifetime. Whatever he did, he 
did with rare flair and style, 
and he twice took eommand 
of his country in dramatic 
circumstances that will not be 
quickly forgotten. 

“Always,’’ Winston Churchill 
said of him, “Even when he 
was behaving worst, he 
seenved tO express the per- 
sonality of France—a great 
nation,” with all its pride, 
authority ard ambition."

But surely, with 3.5 million square miles of 
countryside, a population of 21 million Canadians is only a 
drop in the bucket compared with the teeming masses of 
India and China, isn't it? 

No it isn't, say most population experts, They argue 
such comparisons are as misleading as thinking you can 
get five -hasketbalsinte—a—breket htt tor 26 -golfhats 
New York, for instance, has a lower population density 
but much more congestion than a generation ago, 

The fundamental difference they suggest is that 
North Americans who use more of everything and 
waste more — have an impact on the environment up to 
50 times greater than people in underdeveloped countries, 

And the further north you go from the equator, the 
less stable is the ecosystem and therefore the less able 
environment is to withstand the multiplying impact of 
modern man, 

Thus, while the old Malthusian view of unrestricted 
population growth outstripping food production resources 
may still haunt the agrarian societies, the new spectre of 
unrestricted consumption growth outstripping waste 
disposal capacities is beginning to stalk the technological 
nations, 


India, by the most conservative calculation; 

"Or, when you consider the high raw resource 
extraction for export may be as high as the equivalent of 
almost 1 billion people, about the same as the population 
of China, according to the most pessimistic calculations.’* 

Those ¢laims mark the range of anxiety felt by 
Zoology Prof. R, C. Plowright, of the University of 
Toronto, who recently urged a Commons committee 
studying pollution preblems to recommend evaluation of 
an ‘optimum population" target for Canada through 
research and public debate, 

“There exists:a widely-held belief that though the 
world as a whole faces a very serious threat from popu- 
lation growth, Canada somehow is isolated from this 
problem," he observed in an interview. ‘This is a very 
dangerous misconception," 

Prof, Plowright believes Canada already is over- 
populated as evidenced by the attrition of wilderness area 
and diminishing wildlife species. 


He admits that optimum population figures dependon 
subjective criteria because it depends on what quality of 
life you want,”' a 

But—he—aiso—points—to—the— objective irony ofthe 
“recent discovery that the average lifespan has begun 
declining in southern California, apparently because of 
smog and other pollution” where the human floodtide 
originally raced to enjoy longer and better lives because 
of environment. 

Prof. Plowright believes Canada is racing toward the 
same fate and it can only be averted if a national 
eonsensus decides quickly what our optimum population 
should be to-achieve the desired ‘quality of life’ so that 
immigration and family. sizes could be adjusted, 

To underline the urgency he feels, he-told the 
committee that even if the nation undertook a campleie 
population stabilization program next year — cutting off 
immigration and reducing family size to an average of 2.2 
children — Canada's population would continue rising for 
75 years until it hit a peak of about 33 million,

The author notes in the prologue that Canadians have 
been careless of history and far too modest in presenting 
their past, 

And he adds: “Those who betieve that some sizable 
parts of the past, with, for Mstarice, its French vs. 
British battles, should be buried in the name. of 
hiculturalism. are inviting comparison with Canute 
history wiil never simply go away,

The first part of the book deals with the 
establishment of French forts, the building of Louisbourg, 
the great fortress which many people believed would 
never fall; its seiges and eventually its capitulation 

Hannon tells the story of the Indian wars and the 
terror they spread through the 13 Ameriean colonies; the 
hattle and seiges for the capture of Quebec, and the

establishment of Hudson's Bay forts on the Prairies and 
in British Columbia 

There is a lively account of the war of 1812 when 
American forees invaded Canada-and were repelled by a 
small foree of Canadian volunteers and British troops 

Western Canadians are not too familiar with the 1812 
war,. but this period is one of the most stirring in the 
nation’s history. It was a bittey conflict and perhaps did 
more towards establishing Canada as a country than any 
other faetor 

One of the most interesting parts of the hook is the 
author's portraits of General Wolfe and the Marquis of 
Montcalm, These are two fascinating men who foiight one 
of the world's important battles—a battle whieh changed 
the course of history 

Both men realized what was ai stake. The armies 
were small but the consequences and effects which 
followed the battle were greater than those of Austerlitz 
which involved two large armies 

in effect if Wolfe had lost the battle it.is doubtful 
there would be a United States-republic today. George 
Washington, who loved war, would not have fought his 
fellow -colintrymen over tea, but for the survival of the 
Ameriean colonies 

Hannon concludes with an epilogue on the forts of 
Canada today. Many of them, he points out, are gone 
forever, But luckily, sinee the beginnings of the Canadian 
national parks system in 1885, two dozen forts or 
fovfifications have been designated ‘as Nafional Historic 
sites and have been restored and @pened free ta the 
publie,. The provinees, too, have programs for restoring 
old forts, 

if after reading this hook you beeome a fort fan, the 
hook contains a ehecklist of the forts to be seen in 
Canada

WINDERMERE, England Every-year parents and 
grandparents bring another generation of children to the 
birthplace of Peter Rabbit, Mrs. Tiggy-Winkle, Tom 
Kitten, the Flopsy Bunnies, Mrs. Titthemouse, Jemima 
Puddle-Duck and Pigling Bland 

For it was here, at Hill Top Farm near the Lakeland 
village of Sawrey, that Beatrix Potter created so many of 
her childhood whimsies 

The farm today is just as she left it- and visitors 
familiar with her books can greet, as old friends, the 
black-leaded fireplace, the steel fender, the multi-colored 
rag rug and the old oak dresser; for she arranged the 
interior of the farmhouse to serve as illustrations for her 
stories 

The creator of Benjamin Bunny and Jemima Puddle- 
Duels is still remembered locally as a sturdy, tweedy old 
lady with clogs. on her’ feet who tramped the village and 
neighboring lanes in all weathers and was an active 
eampaigner for the preservation ‘of England's famous 
Lake District F 

She acquired Hill Top -Farm in 1905 after. the

"TIPS FOR HOME GARDENERS. 


By JACK BEASTALL 


The ‘tio-digging" concept of 
gardening again seems fo be 
attracting intereat as it: did 
same 30 to-4f’ years ago. Few 
knéw anything” about the 
theory involved, The ihiterest 
is probably stimulated by the 
built-in laziness with which all 
humans are endowed 


The idea of sowing seeds 
and gathering armsful of 
produce and flowers without 
any labor preparing the soil is 
many- gardeners’ idea of 
paradise 

But the no-digging theory is 
not from the brain of a lazy 
man, it is one of the theories 
designed to maintain the 
fertility and balance of our 
soils 

It was not an effort to save 
labor but rather an effort “to 
preserve and inerease the 
population of soil organisms 
so vital to maintaining a 
living soil that eould tolerate 
and avercorme the abuses of 
man,

Generations. of gardeners 
had religiously spaded - their 
gardens, turning the so-called 
good top-soil down where the 
reots would benefit and bring- 
ing the poorer lower soil to 
the surface to be improved by 
the action of the elemenis 

When the presence of bae- 
teria Was discovered it was 
found that some can perform 
their complex job only in the 
presence of a certain amount 
of air (aerobic bacteria) 
while othera needed conditions 
devoid of air (non-aerabic) 

Naturally, the aerobic group 


was confined to near the 
surface, and the non-aerobic 
at lower levels where air did 
not penetyate, When man 
takes a spade or plow and 
inverts the soil, what hap- 
pens?

This ‘kind of “religious 
training" is disastrous be- 
cause jt teacheg a child to 
think of prayer as a letter to 
a heavenly Santa Claus, It 
may work for a while, but 
sooner or later the child will 
pray for things the parents 
don't know about, or cannot 
provide, He will then conelude 
either that there is no God, 
or, worse, that Ged exists but 
doesn't love him any more 


Even if a ehild ‘should 
somehow eseape this kind of 
disenchantment, he will never 
be able to grow into a mature 
religious faith so long as he 
thinks of God as‘ a wish- 
granter, For any such concept 
gets the man-God relationship 
exactly backwards, Instead of 
seeing himself as the creature 
and servant of God, a ehild 
see himself as the centre of 
the universe, and sees God as 


a genie whose role is to 
protect and please him 
This doesn't mean that a 


child should. be discouraged 
from asking God for things — 
including bieyeles, 

Jesus habitually addressed 
God: as ‘Father in Heaven,”

The term can be a pitfall for 
children’ if they're allowed to 
form anthropomorphic images 
of God, But it is not difficwt 
for parents -to make clear 
that even though God does not 
look like a man, he does deal- 
with his human ehildren in 
the manner of a loving father, 

This concept of God as 
father” teaches a child to 
acknowledge his dependence 
on God and at the same time 
prepares him for the possi- 
bility of getting no for an 
answer occasionally, 

“A child does not cease to 
love and trust his parents 
merely because they some- 
times refuse to give him what 
he wants,” observes Miss 
Ulrich, “In - fact, .as -he 
matures in understanding, he 
learns, either by the teaching 
of his parents or through 
experience, that often it is 
because his parents love him 
that they refuse some of his 
requests, 

The lesson can be made 
clearer by teaching a child to 
conclude his prayers,as Jesus 
did by saying: ‘'Not my will 
but Thine be done,” This 
short sentence, whenever it is 
said sineerely, encompasses 
the deepest truths that 4 
human being ean learn 
any age, about his relation- 
ship to God, Implicit in it is 
the faith that God can always 
be trusted to wateh over us 
with a loving eoneern for our 
ultimate best interests, And it 
also constitutes a humble 
acknowledgment that it is 
God's will, not ours, that 
really matters, for this is His 
universe and we exist solely 
because We are part of His 
ereative purpose

# After Challenging the Oceans 


Couple ‘Retires’ in Alberta 


Hy PAT DUFOUR 

Shinnying down fire poles 
and running a game farm 
may not sound like jobs for a 
retired couple, 

But for Miles and’ Beryl 
Smeetoh, It's “as Matural as 
ihe sun setting at the end of a 
day 

The former Salt Spring 
couple, who for yeara have 
challenged the oceans of the 
world in theiy keteh Tau- 
Hang, “swallowed the anchor" 
in April, heading for Alberta 
and a life in the country 

‘But,’ as Beryl Smeeton 
says, “you just shouldn't 
stagnate and do nothing when 
yay - retire, We look on 
retirement as another 
beginning—another ehal- 


lenge," & 

The Smeetons ‘are now 
seliled on property they 
Hought in 1966, 14— miles 


northwest of Cochrane, 160 
acres of which they've set 
aside a8 @ game farm, and 


another 920 aeres as pasture . 


land 

Why @ game farm? 

‘We beeame concerned 
about conservation in the 
days when our daughter, Cleo, 
worked at the Calgary and 
Vanoouver zoos, Now we have 
a chance -to do something 
about it," 

Both 64, the Smeetons have 
tackled their new project with 
the same zest that kept them 
going during Tzu-Hang's 
doubling af the Harn 

They lived in a small A- 
frame on the property until 
the shell of their new home 
was completed, They've ‘now 
moved into the big house and 
are completing the inside 
structure and are making 
their furniture 

lo descent to the main floor 
of the house, the Smeetons 
installed an iren fipe pole, 

“It's just plain eommon 
sense to Use a pole—it's so 
much faster than stairs, -We 
wanted to have a brass pole 
first, but it was so expensive, 
and, thinking it ower, the 
descents might have been just 
a shade too fast!" 

Beginning the game farm 
was “a bit chaneey, finan 
cially,” says Mre Smeeton 

‘In Alberta it's illbgal to 
have any indigenous animals 
without a game farm licence 
You have to have at least 80 
acres fenced seyen feet high 


with No, 1 wire, That costs 


money—and you still run the 
risk of not being’ granted a 
licence,’ 

One the Smeetons had 
their licence, the next prob- 
lem was to get some stock
